REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

4. The WO 99/401074 reference (Barnes et al) submitted by Applicant in the IDS of 
06 March 2007, discloses a ligand for RDC-1 , (CCX-CKR2) receptor. It also discloses a 
binding assay demonstrating that their ligand (termed Neokine) binds to RDC-1 , (see 
Example 4, page 84). However, Barnes et al do not disclose that RDC1 binds SDF1 and 
l-TAC, or that antagonizing the binding between RDC-1 and SDF1 or l-TAC reduces 
tumor volume in mammary carcinoma cells, (see figure 8 and page 52, paragraph 173 
of the instant specification). Therefore, the Barnes et al reference neither discloses nor 
suggests the claimed method. 

Conclusion 

5. Claims 1-4, 7-10, 39 and 28-32 (now renumbered 1-14, respectively) are 
allowed.
